Hie  1996  football  season  ended  on  a  cold  and  snowy  November  19  with  a 
28  to  6  win  against  Franklin.  This  was  the  last  time  the  senior  players  would 
rush  onto  the  field  as  Warriors. 

The  season  began  with  a  disappointing  loss  to  Bath  County,  Va..  16-24.  The 
team  was  not  discouraged  as  they  headed  into  their  second  game;  but  once 
again  they  fell  short,  with  a  6  to  20  loss  to  James  Monroe.

Welding  is  a  skilled  Science  Technology.  Welding  theory,  metallurgy,  basic 
blueprint  reading,  welding  symbols,  some  science  and  basic  math  are  some  of 
the  things  taught  and  learned  in  Welding  Technology.  Students  are  certified 
by  the  State  of  West  Virginia  according  to  the  American  Welding  Society  Stan¬ 
dard.  The  proper  amount  of  hours  completed  at  the  school  by  a  student  can 
determine  the  student’s  certification,  some  obtain  work  at  excellent  pay  scales. 

The  carpentry  classes  worked  on  numerous  projects  this  year.  They  built 
changing  booths  for  the  girls  and  boys  basketball  teams.  They  also  built  several 
doghouses,  speaker  boxes  for  the  gymnasium,  and  an  8’  by  T2  building  for  the 
Thornwood  Church.

V  ocational  Agriculture  (Vo-Ag)  and  Forestry  both  contain  not  only  lxx>k  work  and 
papers  but  also  hands-on  experience.  They  offer  many  skills  that  can  lx:  used  for  future 
careers. 

In  Forestry,  taught  by  Mr.  Mike  Bums,  the  students  learn  about  distinguishing  different 
types  of  trees,  how  to  property  operate  machinery,  and  ways  to  protect  the  environment. 

In  Vo-Ag.  taught  by  Mr.  Joe  Riley,  the  students  learn  about  plants,  bookkeeping,  and 
shop  work.  They  sell  fruit  and  also  poinsettias  they  grow  in  the  greenhouse. 

The  club  for  Vo-Ag  is  FFA  (Future  Farmers  of  America).  Both  Forestry  and  Vo-Ag 
demonstrate  their  knowledge  at  the  state  competition  at  West  Virginia  University.  If  they 
win  there,  they  proceed  on  to  Kansas  City.  Missouri,  for  the  National  Competition.

Careers  for  the  Future 


Mentorship  is  an  extraordinary  program  for  Seniors.  It  offers  hands-on  expe¬ 
rience  in  the  career  students  wish  to  pursue  when  they  get  out  of  high  school. 

It  is  a  worthwhile  learning  experience  for  them  through  the  exposure  to  a  work 
environment.  It  enhances  their  learning  and,  at  the  same  time,  allows  them  ex¬ 
perience  in  the  real  world  of  work. 

Seniors  are  eligible  for  the  program  through  honors  advanced  education  and 
vocational  programs.  They  spend  part  of  the  instructional  day  with  selected  men¬ 
tors  in  the  community  or  school  community. 

Two  requirements  of  the  program  are  that  students  must  maintain  a  2.0  grade 
point  average  and  keep  a  daily  log  of  activities. 

The  fields  offered  for  the  Mentorship  Program  were  Marketing,  Science,  Human 
Services,  Health,  Arts  &  Humanities,  Business,  Technical,  and  Engineering. 

This  program  is  designed  to  help  the  students  make  a  more  informed  decision 
about  a  future  career.
